President Obama rebuked Wall 
Street for risky practices Thurs- 
day even as he sought its leaders’ 
help for “updated, common-sense” 
banking regulations to head off any 
new financial crisis. 

“Ultimately, there is no dividing 
line between Main Street and Wall 
Street. We rise or we fall togeth- 
er as one nation. So, I urge you 
to join me,” said in a high-stakes 
speech near the nation’s finan- 
cial hub. His audience included 
some of the nation’s most influ- 
ential bankers. 

The president acknowledged 
differences of opinion over how to 
best protect bailout-weary taxpay- 
ers but denounced criticism from 
some Republicans who claim a 
Democratic-sponsored bill head- 
ed for Senate action would encour- 
age rather than discourage future 
bailouts of huge banks. 

“That makes for a good sound 


bite, but it’s not factually accurate,” 
Obama said. “The system as it 
stands is what led to a series of mas- 
sive, costly taxpayer bailouts.” 

Obama’s speech came at a del- 
icate time in negotiations over the

debated next week. The House has 
passed its own version of financial 
overhaul legislation. Obama did not

Burning La. Oil Rig Sinks 



11 missing workers 
feared dead; oil spill 
possible underwater 

New Orleans 

A deepwater oil platform that 
burned for more than a day after 
a massive explosion sank into the 
Gulf of Mexico on Thursday, cre- 
ating the potential for a major spill 
as it underscored the slim chanc- 
es that the 11 workers still miss- 
ing survived. 

The sinking of the Deepwater 
Horizon, which burned violently 
until the gulf itself extinguished 
the fire, could unleash more than 
300,000 of gallons of crude a day 
into the water. The environmental 
hazards would be greatest if the 
spill were to reach the Louisiana 
coast, some 50 miles away. 

Crews searched by air and water 
for the missing workers, hoping 
they had managed to reach a life- 
boat, but one relative said fam- 
ily members have been told it’s 
unlikely any of the missing sur- 


vived Tuesday night’s blast. More 
than 100 workers escaped the 
explosion and fire; four were crit- 
ically injured. 

A fleet of vessels had shot water 
into the rig to try to control the fire 
enough to keep it afloat and keep 
crude oil and diesel fuel out of the 
water. Officials had said the envi- 
ronmental damage appeared mini- 
mal, but new challenges have arisen 
now that the platform has sunk. 

The well could be spilling up to 


336,000 gallons of crude oil a day. 
Coast Guard Petty Officer Kather- 
ine McNamara said. She said she 
didn’t know whether the crude oil 
was spilling into the gulf. 

The oil will do much less dam- 
age at sea than it would if it hits the 
shore, said Cynthia Sarthou, exec- 
utive director of the Gulf Restora- 
tion Network. 

“If it gets landward, it could be 
a disaster in the making,” Sarthou 
said. (AP) 


Passenger on 'No-Fly' List Removed From a Plane 


Air Security 

U.S. federal agents detained a pas- 
senger on a New York-bound jet 
from West Africa, telling passen- 
gers the man was on a “no-fly” list 
and ineligible for international trav- 
el for security reasons. 

Customs and Border Protection 
agents detained the man while the 
Delta Air Lines jet stopped to refuel 


in San Juan, Puerto Rico, after an 
overnight trip from Dakar, Senegal. 
The flight originated in Nigeria, the 
native country of a man accused of 
boarding a Detroit-bound airplane 
in December with a bomb hidden 
in his underwear. 

The name and nationality of 
the flier were not disclosed. Cus- 
toms and Border Protection issued 
a statement identifying him only as 


a “potential person of interest,” who 
was taken for questioning. 

Passengers told The Associated 
Press that the captain announced 
over the intercom that a passenger 
had been identified as being on a 
no-fly list while the jet was over the 
Atlantic. He made the announce- 
ment shortly after a U.S. agent 
escorted the man in a T-shirt and 
jeans off the plane, ben fox (ap)

Clegg Holds Edge in U.K. Debate 


Polls suggest Liberal 
Democrat could be 
kingmaker in May 

London 

Nick Clegg proved he wasn’t a one- 
hit wonder in Britain’s second elec- 
tion debate Thursday, holding his 
own against Labour’s Prime Min- 
ister Gordon Brown and the Con- 
servatives’ David Cameron over 
thorny issues such as Afghani- 
stan, the Catholic sex abuse scan- 
dal and the special relationship 
with the United States. 

An initial poll gave Clegg a 
slight edge in the debate, but it 


appeared to be close to a three- 
way tie. Still, Clegg managed to 
keep some of his political star- 
dust — respondents said the Lib- 
eral Democrats’ 43-year-old lead- 
er seemed the most honest. 

Clegg shook up the race last 
week, emerging as a clear winner 
after giving a smooth and confident 
performance in Britain’s first U.S.- 
styled election debate and boost- 
ing his party’s profile. 

Thursday’s debate came as doz- 
ens of anti-war protesters and other 
activists clashed with police out- 
side the studio hosting the prime- 
time duel. Pro-Palestinian groups 
outside protested Israeli incursions 
in Gaza. Others held placards that

read, “Troops Home!” There are 
10,000 British troops still stationed 
in Afghanistan. 

It was the closest Britain has 
come to the famous I960 Nixon-

The candidates’ 
performances make the razor-close 
May 6 vote even harder to predict. 

Polls suggest that no party will 
win an outright majority.

Clinton Resists 
Early Nuclear 
Cuts in Europe 


Tallinn, Estonia 

Secretary of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton on Thursday ruled out an 
early withdrawal of U.S. nuclear 
forces from Europe, telling NATO 
leaders that any reductions should 
be tied to a nuclear pullback by Rus- 
sia, which has far more of the weap- 
ons in range of European targets.

Blasts Hit Thai Protests 


Grenades kill one

Bangkok 

At least five grenades exploded 
Thursday in the center of Bang- 
kok near the scene of political 
protests in Thailand, killing one 
person and wounding at least 75, 
sending panicked people running 
through the streets and fleeing an 
elevated train station.

The Red Shirts, who think 
Abhisit came to power illegitimate- 
ly and are pushing for him to call 
elections immediately, have rallied 
in the streets for several weeks. 
On Thursday, the army warned 
time was running out for the pro- 
testers to clear the streets, saying 
soldiers would crack down soon.

A Closer Look at the Sun 


Scientists say stunning new images will help them unlock the star’s mysteries 


Bozeman, Mont. 

Piet Martens has been working for 30 years 
to unlock the secrets of the sun. 

On Wednesday, thanks to a new solar 
observatory from NASA, he came face-to- 
face with the object of his life’s work in glo- 
rious, mind-bending high definition. 

“The quality of the images — it’s totally 
amazing,” said Martens, a Montana State 
University solar scientist who is also work- 
ing on the NASA project. “We will be able 
to do great science with this.” 

NASA officials on Wednesday showed 
off the first set of dramatic pictures from 
the Solar Dynamics Observatory (SDO), 
an orbiting spacecraft that is on a mission 
to document the mysterious workings of 
Earth’s nearest star. Launched into space 
on Feb. 11, the $856 million solar observ-

will send back to the Earth each day— the 
equivalent of a half a million MP3 files, 
according to NASA. The pictures taken by 
the observatory will provide clarity 10 times 
better than the images on a high-definition 
television, NASAsaid. 


er is the most advanced spacecraft ever to 
study the sun. 

Despite the potential for new discover- 
ies, the impact of the observatory won’t be 
limited to the pages of astronomy textbooks. 
Martens and NASA officials are confident 
that the satellite will generate mountains of 
data that could help scientists finally under- 
stand — and perhaps someday predict — the 
movements of “space weather.” 

Understanding space weather is a cru- 
cial task for scientists because the celestial 
events can cause huge headaches on Earth. 
Violent solar storms and ejections of gas- 
ses from stars can disrupt GPS navigation 
systems; interfere with communications 
on airplanes; disrupt power systems and 
cell phones; and even endanger the lives of 
astronauts in orbit. 

In 1989, solar weather knocked out the 
power grid in Montreal, cutting electricity

for millions of residents. 

NASA scientists predict the new solar 
observatory, which is orbiting 20,000 miles 
above the Earth, will be as revolutionary in 
astronomy as the famed Hubble telescope, 
which has been taking groundbreaking pho- 
tos of space for two decades. 

In one movie taken by the SDO that was 
shown by NASA Wednesday, the red-glow- 
ing sun could be seen spewing out explo- 
sive filaments of fiery gases. Images from 
the spacecraft showed the sun as a pulsing 
globe in vivid blue, gold, red and green as 
million-degree temperature changes were 
translated into different colors. 

Martens and MSU physics professor Dave 
McKenzie helped design a four-telescope 
instrument called the Atmospheric Imag- 
ing Assembly that was mounted on the SDO. 
Instead of viewing just a quarter of the sun, 
as previous instruments did, the device cap- 
tures the star in its full glory. 

“We never have to decide again where to 
point,” Martens said, gail schontzler (ap)

St. Elizabeths Opens New Building 


Washington 

St. Elizabeths entered its new 
home Thursday, with the official 
opening of the $161 million hos- 
pital building that the District 
hopes will carry the city’s his- 
toric psychiatric institution into 
a new era. 

In a ribbon- cutting ceremony 
Thursday morning, city leaders 
said the new building signaled 
the city’s commitment to creat- 
ing a modern mental health sys- 
tem and to putting to rest the trou- 
bles that have dogged the hospital 
for the past few decades. 


“This is a great day for D.C.,” 
Attorney General Peter Nickles 
told the crowd of hundreds gath- 
ered in front of the new building 
for the ceremony. 

It was Nickles who, as a private 
lawyer, helped bring a 1974 federal 
class-action suit over conditions at 
St. Elizabeths, and it is Nickles who, 
as the top legal adviser to Mayor 
Adrian M. Fenty, has pushed for an 
end to the 36-year-old case, saying 
the city’s mental health system has 
made great strides and no longer 
requires court supervision.

After losing starting 
job, new utility man 
makes the most of it

Cristian Guzman still doesn’t quite 
feel right at second base. 

After 11 years playing exclusive- 
ly as a shortstop at the big-league 
level, it’s been an adjustment. The 
perspective is different, the timing 
changes. He’s essentially turning 
the double play backward. 

And right field? That’s noth- 
ing like shortstop or second base. 
Another challenge. 

When manager Jim Riggleman 
informed Guzman that he’d been 
beaten out at shortstop by rook- 
ie Ian Desmond, there were two 
ways he could react. He could get 
lost inside his head, dwelling in 
self-pity, maybe demand a trade. 
Or he could adapt. 

After all, Riggleman vowed 
there were plenty of at-bats to go 
around for Guzman, Desmond and 
second baseman Adam Kennedy. 

So, Guzman adapted. 

Entering Thursday, he’d played 
in nine games at second base, five 
at shortstop and three in right field. 
One of the biggest concerns about 
him in spring training was his arm 
strength coming off surgery last 
year. And indeed he has struggled to 


make throws from the hole between 
short and third. He two-hopped 
a throw to first earlier this week, 
allowing an infield single. 

But he’s been an adequate 
defender, making only one error 
thus far, that coming as a second 
baseman. 

“It’s not easy,” Guzman said. 
“I’m not 100 percent comfortable, 
but a little bit.” 

Guzman regularly arrives 
early for extra fielding practice. 


and coaches and teammates have 
noticed the effort he’s put in. After 
he initially balked at playing second 
base when the idea was pitched to 
him last fall, many wondered how 
he’d react this time around. 

“He’s been a real profession- 
al,” said Riggleman, whose most 
impressive managing job thus far 
may be his ability to keep all Guz- 
man, Desmond and Kennedy pro- 
ductive and happy.

NCAA Tourney Expands to 68 



New rights deal gives 
Turner Broadcasting 
stake in tournament 

Men’s College Basketball 

The NCAA plans to expand the 
men’s basketball tournament from 
65 to 68 teams beginning next year 
and announced a new, $10.8 billion 
broadcasting deal with CBS and 
Turner Broadcasting on Thursday 
that will allow every game to be 
shown live for the first time. 

“This is an important day for 
intercollegiate athletics and the 
400,000 student-athletes who 
compete in NCAA sports,” interim 
NCAA president Jim Isch said. 

“This agreement will provide 
on average more than $740 mil- 
lion annually to our conferences 
and member schools.” 

The men’s tournament last 
expanded in 2001, adding one 
team to the 64-team field that was 
set in 1985. 

Talk of tweaking March Mad- 
ness again generated a lot of chat- 
ter from fans worried about water- 
ing down the competition and 
those fearing the additional brack- 
et guesswork involved in predict- 
ing a winner. 


Less than four weeks ago, turn- 
ing the NCAA’s signature event 
into an 80- or even a 96-team field 
seemed like all but a done deal. 

During the Final Four, NCAA 
vice president Greg Shaheen talk- 
ed extensively about the plans to go 
to 96, saying the three-week event 
would start two days later and elim- 
inate the play-in game.

But more games would have been 
added to Week 2, and that caused 
concerns about how much class time 
the athletes would miss. 

Shaheen also cautioned then that 
nothing had been decided. 

Any move hinged on the NCAA’s 
$6 billion, 11-year television deal 
with CBS Sports, which has broad- 
cast championship games since 
1982. 

The NCAA’s new, 14-year agree- 
ment with CBS and Atlanta-based 
Turner Broadcasting System Inc. 
runs from 2011 through 2024. 
It means that every game next 
March will be shown live — on 
CBS, TBS, TNT or truTV - for 
the first time in the tournament’s 
73-year history. 

Next year, everything through 
the second round will be shown 
nationally on the four networks. 
CBS and Turner will split coverage 
of the regional semifinal games, 
while CBS will retain sole cover- 
age of the regional finals, the Final 
Four and the championship game 
through 2015. 

Beginning in 2016, coverage of 
the regional finals will be split by 
CBS and Turner; the Final Four 
and the championship game will 
alternate every year between CBS

The 35-year-old midfielder 
earns $40 million annually, with 
much of that coming from sponsors 
such as Adidas, Giorgio Armani 
and Motorola. But Beckham is 
expected to lose major sponsor- 
ship money this year because he 
will miss the World Cup in South 
Africa after tearing his Achilles’ 
tendon in March while on loan 
from the Los Angeles Galaxy to 
AC Milan. 

Portuguese midfielder Cristia- 
no Ronaldo is second on the Forbes 
list, earning $30 million a year.

Some Winning Touches 


Though ‘The Losers’ 
is highly silly, it’s a 
fun film that refuses 
to feign seriousness 

Film Review 

The first dumb -fun action movie 
of the summer season arrived early 
this week with “The Losers ” a loud, 
loving homage to guns and testos- 
terone based on a series of comic 
books about a renegade band of 
CIA operatives. What? You were 
expecting maybe Oscar bait? 

Not from a movie with char- 
acters named Cougar and Pooch. 
And not from a movie whose visu- 
al style was inspired by a com- 
ic-book illustrator who goes by 
the single name Jock. It’s dumb, 
adrenalized fun, filled with flying 
knives, broken glass, fireballs, guns 
and some kind of next-generation 
bomb called a “sonic dematerial- 
izer,” also known as a “snuke.” In 
the film’s one cheesy special effect, 
a small island is shown being bro- 
ken up by sound waves, kind of like 
a giant kidney stone.

He 
befriends Florence (Greta Gerwig), who 
exists in the same provisional, painfully 
self-conscious not-quite-there-ness as 
Greenberg himself. Stiller inhabits his 
character’s neuroses so thoroughly that 
it’s easy to forget what a challenge it is

GREEN ZONE (R, 115 minutes) Paul Green- 
grass’ wartime thriller, set in the early 
days of the Iraq conflict, isa jangly, noisy, 
compulsively restless thriller on a par 
with the “Bourne" movies, shot through 
with political critique.

Stoick (voice of Gerard Butler), sports 
a belt-length red beard and looks as if 
he begins each day by downing a dozen 
mead shooterson his way outto slay scaly 
adversaries. Hiccup develops his own ap- 
proach to dealing with the dragon threat; 
he prefers communication and attempts 
to help all scaly creatures find their inner 
Puff (-the-Magic). mike clark 
THE JONESES (R, 89 minutes) The 
pleasures this film offers a moviegoer 
are inversely proportional to the amount 
the moviegoer knows about it beforehand. 
David Duchovny’s easy charm, and his 
uneasy mien, have rarely been put to bet- 
ter use than as Steve, who makes friends 
effortlessly but is having trouble keeping 
a secret from the world. And the brittle, 
driven Kate, the real engine behind the 
family’s social success, is the best role 
that Demi Moore has had in years. But 
by the end, it feels a little too satisfied 
with its own admittedly clever conceit 
and for the broad leeway it allows itself 
in the creative bandying of logos and

KICK-ASS (R, 118 minutes) This pro- 
fane, ultra-violent, surprisingly winning 
adaptation of Mark Millar’s comic-book 
series directed by Matthew Vaughn 
should delight fans of the original com- 
ics and garden-variety action junkies, 
too. Aaron Johnson plays Dave Lizewski, 
a bespectacled, mild-mannered high 
schoolstudentwho, after being mugged 
for the umpteenth time, wonders why 
more everyday people don’t dress up 
like superheroes and become vigilantes. 
Soon thereafter, Dave is dressing up in a 
green wet suit, yellow rubber gloves and 
work boots and ... pretty much getting 
his tushie whipped. When Dave isjoined 
by two mysterious cohorts named Big 
Daddy (Nicolas Cage) and Hit-Girl (Chloe 
Grace Moretz), however, hissuccess rate 
beginsto spike, (ah) 

THE RUNAWAYS (R, 100 minutes) This 
swift, stylized coming-of-age film about 


the germinal 1970s all-girl rock band is 
so distilled and formulaic that it’s almost 
an abstract version of the classic musical 
biopic. Because FloriaSigismondi’sfilm is 
based on lead singer Cherie Currie’s memoir, 
and because Runaways co-founder Joan 
Jett was a producer, it’s no surprise that 
theyclaim prideof place inthe movie’ssche- 
matic narrative. Kristen Stewart portrays 
Jettasthesteady,seriousandmostsexu- 


allyliberatedmemberofthegroup. Dakota 
Fanning — whose wide-eyed, sun-kissed 
innocence recalls Kate Hudson in “Almost 
Famous" — teeters as if on Currie’s own 
vertiginous platform heels between little 
girl and grown-up. Sigismondi leaves it to 
viewers to decide whether the Runaways 
were simply a manufactured novelty act, 
a bold expression of female empowerment 
or a little bit of both. (AH) 


TYLER PERRY’S WHY DID I GET MAR- 
RIEDTOO? (PG-13, 121 minutes) Thefilm 
covers pretty much the same histrionic 
territory as Tyler Perry’s 2007 picture 
“Why Did I Get Married?" picking up our 
core group of attractive, dysfunctional 
black couples three years after we last 
left them in snowy Colorado.
